Case Misunderstood.' 


WASHING1ON, May 18.-The fact 


that aevoial vessels under neutral flags 
have bee-, permitted to pass the blockade 
lines on tbe Cuban coast ia not to ba 
taben as an indication that the govern- 
ment Intends to relax in any degree tho 
blockade. But it has happened that eorae 


of the naval officers on the blockading 
station, unaware of the fact that the 
blockade 
proclamation Issued by the 


president allowed neutral vessels in Co- 
ban ports 80 days to clear, had summarily 
ordered some of these ships to leave im- 
mediately on the establishment o! the 
blockade. Tbis was the case with the 
steamer Myrtle Dean, which was yester- 
day permitted to pass the blockade at 


1 Cardenas. 
Tbe ship had been previously 


required to leave the port by the senior 
officer of the blockading fleet. She was 
entitled, under the proclamation, to re- 
main in port until the 33d day of May, 
and when this fact was .brought to the 
attention of the proper authorities orders 
were sent to Commodore Watson to let 
tbe Myrtle Dean re-enter Cardenas harbor 
and enjoy the privilege she had a right to 
olaim under the proolamaton. So there 
ia not, as might have been snppowd at 
first, any ground on the part ot other 
neutral nations than Qroat Britain to 
claim the right for their vessels to pasi 
the blockade lines union tbe conditions 
are Ilk* those la tbe Myrtle Dean case.

SAMPSON'S WORK 


AT SAN JUAN 


KEY WEST, May 18—(On board Associated Press Dis- 


patch Boat Dauntless.)—The Dauntless arrived this morning 
with the details of the bombardment of San Juan de Porto 
Rico by a portion of Sampson's fleet on May 12. The war- 
ships, as already reported, sustained only trivial injury, and 
lost only one man killed. After the engagement the north 
end of Moro Castle was in ruins. Cabras Island fort was 
silenced and the San Carlos battery damaged. No shots were 
aimed at the city and it is not known whether any damage 
was done there. The Spaniards at St. Thomas claim that the 
school house was struck and the master and pupils killed, but 
this is not thought likely as the bombardment took place at 
an early hour in the morning and the school children were 
probably not in the building at the time. The plans of the 
fortifications furnished the fleet were very misleading. It 
was known that the Spanish forts had been receatly strength 
ened with new guns, but other facts developed which >howed 
miscalculations by those who drew the plans. Refugees in 
St. Thomas told the coriespondents «ho touched there after 
the engagement that the Spaniards thought the forts at Sau 
Joan stronger than those at Havana.

Ume> to England, Spain acd Holland, 
and iti oozy harbor ban been the scene of 
many a bloody battle between the navies 
Dt the old world, as well as between tbe 
pirate* and buccaneers that Infested the 
Caribbean tea for two centuries. It has 
been for 100 jears and still Is an aiylam 
(or political fugitives, and many of the 
nvolntions that rack and wreck tbe re- 
publics on the Spanish main are batched 
under the shelter of the pretentious but 
harmless fortrewes that guard ite port 
Bolivar, Santa Anna and many other 
famous men In Spanisb-Amerioan history 
have lived there in exile and until recent- 
ly there was an Imposing eastle upon one 
ef tbe bills called Bolivar's tower. There 
the founder of fife republics lived In ban- 
ishment for years and waited for rescue. 


The houses are bailt In the Dutch style 


exactly like those in Holland; the streets 
are so narrow that tbe people can almost 
shake hands through their windows with 
tba neighbors across the wny, and tbe 
walls are as thick as would 1)8 needed for 
a fortress. The Dutch governoi lives in a 
solemn looking old mansion fronting the 
Shattegat or lagoon that forms the harbor 
guarded by a company of stupid looking 
soldiers with a few old fashioned cannon. 
Xbe entire island Is of phosphates and the 
government receives a revenue of $500 000 
from companies that ship them away. 
There Is not a spring or a well or any 
fresh water, and the inhabitants are en- 
tirely dependent upon rainwater for ex- 
istence, or upon supplies brought in 
barrels by sohoxners from the Venezuelan 
coast, 90 miles away, or upon distilled 
Ma water. As sometimes it doesn't rain 
(or a year or two the natnral supply is 
often exhausted, and a glass of imported 
water is worth as much as the same 
•mount of wine or beer.

There has be«n much argument in 


many places of the question: Is it pq{>- 
sible for Spain to conceal from this 
country the movements of her fleet at 
the Cape Verd« islands? Acd has she 
such control of the cable lines as to ex- 
ercise a censorship over everything-sent 
from Cape Verde? 


The Cape Verde islands lie off the 


west coast of Africa, about 320 miles 
from the mainland. They take their 
name from Cape Verde, which is the 
extreme western point of the African 
coast. These islands, as well as the set- 
tlement at Cape Verde, belong to the 
French, with but few English-speaking 
residents. The islands are rocky and 
mountainous and with tropical vegeta- 
tion. A great fishing industry is car- 
ried on there by the French, and com- 
munication with the mainland is made 
by small fishing boats and occasional 
steamers. Some of the islands are also 
used as coa'ing stations by the French 
and for steamers in the West African 
trade. They are dangerous for naviga- 
tion of large vessels, and would be es- 
pecially so to war vessels that were at- 
tempting to blockade or dislodge ves- 
sels lying inside the bays and reefs. 


It is not possible to obtain correct 


cable advices from the Cape Verde is- 
lands direct, because all such communi- 
cations have to be first conveyed by 
boat, either a small sailing boat or 
steamer, to Cape Verde, at which point 
on the African coast the cable station 
is located. The Western Cable & Tel- 
egraph company operates its line from 
Cape Town, South Africa, to London, 
via Lisbon and Paris. The submarine 
cable is* laid from Table Bay (Cape 
Town) to Mossamedes, a point on the 
nest coast of Africa, thence 
direct 


across the Gulf of Guinea to Cape Verde 
lighthouse, thence on to Las Palruas 
(Teneriffc), Madeira am Lisbon. 


Steamers of the Union and Castle 


lines do not touch at these islands, but 
going south they invariably make Cape 
Verde light and signal their number 
and destination, which is immediately 
cabled to London and Cape Town. No 
doubt the Spanish authorities were in 
constant communication with the fleet 
at Cape Verde islands and would have 
established a means for quick service 
between the islands and the mainland, 
but it is highly probable that, in the 
absence of official information through 
London, the advice of the sailing of the 
Spanish fleet from Cape Verde was the 
result of o story circulated by some of 
the French fishermen plying between 
the islands and the mainland, who 
might have seen some of the boats at 
practice and thought they were under 
way for the westward. 


Under the conditions that prevail it is 


hardly likely that Spain would have 
made the Cape Verde islands a rendez- 
vous for a base of supplies, being in 
the first place so far south of where 
they would strike if coming westward, 
thus increasing the distance from Cuba 
by being in the widest parallels of 
longitude. 


In the event of the Spanish end of the 


caWe being closed against information 
to this government, it would be a 
simple matter to obtain correct infor- 
mation regarding the Spanish fleet at 
the Cape Verde islands through Cape 
Town \ia the Eastern Cable company's 
system, which goes by way of Aden, 
Suez canal and the Mediterranean sea. 
The agents of the steamship lines from 
England to Cape Town, located at Ma- 
deira and Teneriffe, would be able to 
give accurate information about the 
Spanish fleet, as they are necessarily 
close in touch with the French and 
Portuguese boatmen who ply between 
those islands, and who are dependent 
almost entirely on the steamship agents 
for their living. 


In view of the dangers to navigation 


among those islands, it is to be hoped 
our squadron will not be enticed across 
the Atlantic in order to drive the Span- 
ish fleet out The Cape Verde islands 
are dangerous and treacherous.—Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Tribune. 


Evaporation at Bnnmnu. 


The American consul at Nicaragua re- 


ports that experiments are being made 
there to develop an industry of evap- 
orating bananas, and that a trial ship- 
ment has been made to this country. If 
successfully established, this industry 
will be- one, of the utmost importance 
to many Central American states. The 
men engaged in the experiment, accord- 
ing to consular reports, have no prac- 
tical knowledge of the business of dry- 
ing fruit, but if it was taken up by men 
experienced in the manufacture of ma- 
chinery and appliances adapted to the 
evaporation of fruits a modification to 
suit this case could easily be devised, 
and there would lie an immense de- 
mand for such machines immediately. 
At present there are millions of bananas 
yearly thrown away or allowed to rot 
on the ground because they are too 
small or too ripe for shipment to the 
United States.—Washington Star.

battle. 
He realized that the 


Spanish program Is to Inflict damage, not 
to fight. Be does not think the war 
should wait on the wily movements of 
the fleet, and therefore he Is encouraging 
pUns to push the campaign In other 
cUsections while enough naval strength Is 
dliposed in such a way as to take oare of 
the Spanish fleet. The president under- 
stands vary well that overy day Spain can 
delay the advance on Cuba means a dis- 
tinct advantage, because of climatic con- 
ditions. There is method In thn way the 
Spanish admiral avoiis and hesitates. 


The bast Information last night locates 


the Spanish fleet still in the Lower Carl- 
ban, while the lighting squadron hovers 
in the passage 600 miles or so north, noar 
the esatern p«lnt of Jamaica.

If Admiral Cervera starts his fleet from 
the Carl nan to tha Atlantic the cruisers 
will see him and report the movement.

PROTECTS SONGSTEBS 


A Law That Punishes Destroyer* 


of Birds. 


Vvrietlei ot Wurbtcm That Are E«pe- 


dnlly Enumerated iu Comlnff 


Under tuc Protection of 


the Law. 


John Y. Culyer, the secretary oj the 


tree planting association of New York 
city, who is much interested in the 
preservation of song birds, says: 


"It seems an appropriate time to call 


the attention of the people, particularly 
those who dwell within the precincts 
of the enlarged city, to the provisions 
contained in the new charter, section 
1,403, title 3, chapter 21, for the protec- 
tion of the song birds. The intention ol 
the law is clearly defined, to guard 
these welcome visitors against inter- 
ference of any kind, under penalties 
which make the killing, maiming or 
trapping of our feathered songsters 
a serious matter to the thoughtless vio- 
lator of the law. 


"Any bird of song- is protected, but 


these are especially enumerated—the 
linnet, blue bird, yellow-hammer, j el- 
low bird, thrush, woodpecker, catbird, 
pecwco, swallow, martin, blue jay, ori 
ole, kildee, snowbird, grassbird, gros- 
beak, 
phoebe-bird, 
humming-bird, 


blackbird, wren, robin, meadow lark 
and starling. Many of tiiesc birds may 
be found here, or in nearby territories, 
some time during the season, and in re 
sponse to any expression of solicitude 
for their welfare develop a wonderful 
trustfulness in man. 


"Birds are full of curiostiy, too, and 


this, added to the desire for food, leads 
them to venture among our more art! 
flclal surroundings, provided the friend 
ly shelter of a tree', a mass of shrub- 
bery, or some more formal birdhouse 
or con\enient nook in an outbuilding 
ia at hand. If food and w(rter are placed 
where they can get them the birds are 
inclined to remain in or come often 
to the neighborhood. Of this acquired 
tractableness one should resd again 
'Thoreau's Experiences in the Woods 
of Walden." 


"The tree planting association be- 


lieves that were there no other reason 
for planting street trees than that oi 
affording a shelter for our song birds 
it would be a sufficient one. The dis- 
turbance of nests and the ribbing of 
birds' eggs are naturally included in the 
Interdictions of the law referred to, 


"Those of our citizens who have coun- 


try places should provide for blrds^hel- 
ter within their estates. There are 
many varieties of shrubs and small trees 
available for this purpose; a list will 
be furnished, if desired, by this associa- 
tion. If these shrubs were more gen 
emlly planted our birds and fcmallet 
wild animals would greatly increase in 
numbers, especially if during the year 
the lawless pothunter is kept under 
needed surveillance. 


"The sympatbies and interests of tl: 


children should be cultivated in behal) 
of the birds. 
The too-prevalent anc 


quite formidable beanshooter and other 
weapons of destruction in the hands oi 
the small boy should be discouraged 
nnd the study of birds, their habits, 
etc., inculcated. For some reason the 
destruction of life seems to have a 
strange fascination for the small boy. 


"The interest of this association is 


the same as that of every lover of tho 
song bird, whose morning carol re- 
minds him of youth and of woods and 
green fields."—N. Y. Tribune.

Prof. Marshall, who i§ head instruct 


or of chemistry at the University of 
Pennsyhanja, in the course of a recent 
lecture on the action of phosphorus, 
read some extracts from a letter he had 
received from Cuba, which told of a 
novel use the insurgents hod made of 
this chemical. In the summer of 1890 
the writer of the letter had lived in 
a pro\ ince where the raising of sugar 
was the principal industry. The crop 
was just ready for harvesting, when 
the Spanish soldiers took possession of 
the district and proclaimed 
martial 


law. The fields throughout the dis- 
trict were covered with ripe sugar- 
cane, which is very inflammable. 


Despite the presence of the soldiers 


the insurgents managed to fire several 
fields. The force 
of sentries was 


doubled, but although the insurgents 
were seen the fires became more fre- 
quent. It was concluded that the firing 
was ^ being done by strategy, and all 
suspicious characters were thereafter 
forced to give an account of them- 
selves. An old farmer carrying a large 
basket, who was in the habit of pass- 
ing the lines regularly, was stopped 
several times, but nothing more suspi- 
cious than rolls of butter were found 
upon him. It was noticed, 
however, 


that the fires always followed in the 
wake of this farmer, and a spy was de- 
tailed to follow him one day. Unaware 
of his surveillance, the suspect stopped 
at a sugar field and threw several of 
his rolls of butter among the cane. He 
was at once arrested and confessed to 
the burning of the fields. It seemed tiat 
each of these rolls of butter contained 
a quantity of phosphorus, which, as is 
well known, Ignites spontaneously 
when exposed to the air. The heat ol 
the sun would melt the butter and ex- 
pose the phosphorus. The length of 
time it took to melt the butter allowed 
the incendiary to get out of the neigh- 
borhood before the flames broke out.— 
Philadelphia Eecord.
